The third bill accused Lawrence 


and the late John J. Verona, Pitts- 
burgh contractor, of "conspiracy to 
cheat and defraud the common- 
wealth; conspiracy to obtain un- 
lawful contracts with the common- 
wealth and conspiracy to procure 
unlawful conduct by state officials." 


The grand jury began its inquiry

MOONEY FREED 


After 22 years' imprisonment, 


Tom Mooney, principal figure in 
one of the most celebrated cases of 
disputed guilt in American history, 
was pardoned today by California's 
newly-elected governor, Culbert I*. 
Olson. Mooney was convicted as tbe 
man who engineered the 1916 San 
Francisco Preparedness day bomb- 
in; which killed 10 and maimed 40. 


Roosevelt Uses 
New Strategy in 


Current Session 


Maps Out Problems but 


Puts Solutions Up 


To Congress 


Washington—CR— President Roo- 


sevelt appeared today to be devel- 
oping a new strategy in his dealings 
with congress. 


It consists essentially in telling 


the lawmakers what the- nation's 
problems are and leaving it up to 
them, to work out solutions. _ 


After meeting three days, con- 


gress was an adjournment for the 
weekend today with nearly a dozen 
problems on its hands but very few 
specific suggestions from Mr. Roo- 
sevelt on what to do about them. 


Nor was there much belief the 


president would volunteer advice, 
at least for a time. 


Mindful of charges that he had 


attempted to make a "rubber 
stamp" out of congress in the past, 
the chief executive apparently in- 
tends to avoid tactics which might 
serve to bulwark such complaints 
this session. 


Developments to this end actually 


began before the session started. 
Mr. Roosevelt, faced with the most 
determined opposition he had yet 
encountered in either house, due to 
last fall's elections, called Vice 
President Garner in from Texas for 
conferences. 


Following the Garner meeting he 


called in other leaders for discus- 
sions, in keeping with the confer- 
ence system he inaugurated last ses- 
sion.

Washington—Roosevelt is having easy going with his appointments. His 


latest, Dr. Felix Frankfurter for the supreme court, will be confirmed by 
the senate with the greatest of ease, as will be Harry Hopkins as secre- 
tary of commerce and Frank Murphy as attorney general—although at 
one time or another each of these three men has been denounced in the 


senate as a public menace. 


In his appointments, Roosevelt is defying the com- 


promisers and the advocates of expediency and is re- 
warding and entrenching his liberal friends. 


No question of Frankfurter's fitness can be raised. 


None will be because he was privately against the 
Roosevelt supreme court plan. That fact, which was 
ascertained during the court-bill fight by senators op- 
posed to the measure, is enough to wash all of Frank- 
furter's sins away in the eyes of the senate, even 
though time was when he was sarcastically denounced 
as the godfather of the New Deal and the hidden 
malevolent hand behind the young New Dealers who 
were taking America on the road to rum or some- 
thing or other. But because Frankfurter was against 
enlarging the court, he suddenly ceased being a men- 


Raymond Clapper ace and now the most conservative anti-New Deal 
senators recognize him as a great legal mind and forgive his liberalism as 
a harmless idiosyncrasy. Thus the senate is able to rationalize itself into 
accepting readily a worthy liberal successor to the mande of Holmes and 
Cardozo.

Complicated Factors 


In admitting, as the president did, 


that "the factors in attaining and 
maintaining that amount of nation- 
al income are many and complicat- 
ed," there was no opportunity for 
him to discuss in detail the ways 
and means of achieving a bigger 
turnover in business, though he did 
suggest some principles, riot the 
least significant of which was "the 
working out of new techniques— 
private, state and federal—to pro- 
tect the public interest in and to de- 
velop wider markets for electric 
' power." 


Here was the first hint that the 


administration recognized the vital 
necessity of giving stimulus to the 
durable goods industries, 
which 


have lagged in recent years largely 
because of *the fight between the 
administration and the 
utilities. 


Needed expansion of facilities re- 
quiring heavy expenditures for raw 
materials and labor has been seri- 
ously delayed by political wrang- 
ling, which, it may be hoped, has 
now been superseded by a realistic 
need of petting the problem solved 
in the public interest 


In fairness to the president's po- 


sition on the so-called "spending" 
policy, it might be pointed out that 
"lending" and "spending" are not 
the same thing even though

arc grouped and lumped together in 
a sangle budget Expenditures for 
capital purposes, for instance, are 
written off in a single year, irre-

Neither he nor his 
companion. Harry Treptow, Jr., 715 
Oviatt street, saw Niesen's car, 
parked about 300 feet from the ac- 
cident towards Kaukauna, District 
Attorney Raymond P. Dohr's ques- 
tioning brought out. The testimony 
indicated that Niesen had stopped, 
shut off the motor and lights, and 
gone back to pick up his tree. 


Kindler said his control of his 


car was such that if a car-had been 
coming towards him he could have 
stopped before hitting the tree, but 
as the road was clear he had just 
slowed down to circle around it

The invariable answer was, "No." 


But Mooney never gave up hope. 


He rejected all suggestions that he 
apply for a parole, and split with 
Billings when Billings sought a pa- 
role as the only means of freedom.

Tons Of Records 


Court records became so volum- 


inous that their weight was counted 
in tons. Still Mooney demanded that 
he be brought to trial on a murder 
indictment remaining against him. 
He wanted a full trial and was sore- 
ly disappointed when the judge or- 
dered a directed verdict of acquit- 
tal. That was in March. 1933. 


In the meantime, one after an- 


other of those aligned with 
his 


prosecution urged freedom for him. 
John McDonald; a key prosecution 
witness, repeatedly testified he had 
lied at the original trial. Six jurors 
expressed belief in Mooney's inno- 
cence^ The others -were not located.

pricious in the direction of foreign affairs. 
His recent address to congress implies a 
great deal and yet no more than that 
Chicago address of his.in which he gave 
the definite impression he had found the 
•way to get Japan out of China. Then fol- 
lowed the Brussels conference with its lu- 


, dicrous and embarrassing collapse. 


Mr. Roosevelt is an intense partisan in 


nearly everything. And an intense parti- 


, san cannot be trusted with our foreign af- 
-' fairs. In relation to domestic business a 


President necessarily is partisan as to cer- 


; tain problems that have formed the basis 


of discussion or become political issues in 
* campaign. But in its foreign relations 
this cation has one great-star to follow, 
the star of peace which bringeth under- 
standing. 


We have no particular use for certain 


" forms of government abroad. But, for 
\ that matter,-we never had. Excepting for 
• the pogroms America was- nearly as hos- 
• tile to pre-war Germany under the Kaiser 
• with all his sabre rattling, parading and 


gesticulating as it is to Hitler. The Presi- 
dent is more partisan against Nazi and 
Fascist dictatorships than he is Red ones. 
The political activity of the Reds in his 
favor has impressed him. That is the 
truth of it

• iome from Berlin was very far from the 
" standard of a cool-headed, dependable 


leader. It was the impetuous, showy 
-deed of a man who could become a real 
menace to his country in time of peril. 
' Woodrow Wilson left our minister in Ber- 


lin for nealy 30 months of the World war, 
•walking softly, trying to placate hostility, 
doing many things to avert the final out- 
break. But Mr. Roosevelt, in comparison,- 
is petulant, and so far as the safety of 
peace is concerned, quite as unreliable 
as anyone who could be found.

own political persuasion and bent upon 
racing toward the mirages to which he 
pointed saw fit to guard the nation 
through a Neutrality Act whose principal 
purpose was to save us from the possi- 
bly intemperate orders of one man.

It all started when Senator Frank B. 


Kellogg was defeated for reelection up in 
Minnesota 
by 
Farm-Laborites 
some 


eighteen years ago. Then, 
when Mr. 


Hughes quit the Department of State, 
Mr. Kellogg was named in his stead. His 
defeat at the polls had been a virtual 
promotion. 
From an ordinary senator 


among 96 all told, he had leaped to the po- 
sition of third most important man in the 
nation from an official and legal stand- 
point. 


At other times during the Coolidge 


administration when electoral misfortune 
fell upon some staunch Republican and 
he was given a presidential appointment 
the country listened to a great many able 
senatorial orations on the decadence of 
democracy. 
Most of these declamatory 


exercises came from men 
who called 


* themselves liberals or progressives. They 
argued that when a man was defeated at 
the polls it meant that the people want- 
ed him retired, in which case he should 
go back to his farm or office instead of 
tossing aside the toga of one political 
official position for another, and perhaps, 
even warmer toga. 


In a certain limited sense there is some 


merit to the argument. A man defeated 
for a certain position should not be ap- 
pointei to that very position in case of 
some subsequent vacancy. Yet even that 
has occurred in this country and right 
in this state. But there is no sense in 
-keeping men of fine mental equipment 
like the new Attorney General out of the 
public service merely because he was de- 
feated for reelection in a state that simply 
cannot bear Democrats anyway. 


These gentlemen who like to call them- 


selves liberals find there is a pretty wide 
difference between the application of prin- 
ciples when you are out of office and when 
you are in office. The mere thought of 
Calvin Coolidge, for instance, being ac- 
.tually elected twice but practically serv- 
ing three terms made our liberals groan 
in their slumbers and cry out in the night 
Upon the presentment of Mr. Roosevelt's 
third term, an actual violation of the 
American tradition, we find the liberals 
either quiet or swallowing their former 
words. 


And now in respect to lame ducks they 


are practically lining them up for review. 
Senator McAdoo, defeated in California, 
has already been placed in a nice and very 
lucrative berth. Senator Pope, defeated 
in Idaho, has been given Mr. Morgan's 
position on TVA. Several defeated mem- 
bers of the House have in the past been 
given federal judgeships of one sort or 
another. And Mr. Murphy is made At-" 
torney General. 


All of this does not mean that the 


gentlemen of liberal persuasion were in- 
sincere. They are discovering that to rule 
is one thing and to criticize is another. 
They have found that the fortunes and 
exigencies of politics, together with a lot 
of side issues and local conditions, defeat 
some men with excellent qualities. 


Perhaps after both sides have had 


this experience in office we will hear less 
talk about the appointment of lame ducks 
who are placed in strictly appointive po- 
sitions for really the only consideration 
should be their fitness for the jobs.

nings at home which formerly were most popu- 
lar. I know of only two or three people who ttill 
observe the custom. 


The best known open house is that of the E. 


W. Demlngs on Madison Avenue. Mr. Detnlni 
is the artist who is especially well known for 
his studies of Indians and Indian life.

Deming writes, and indeed the whole family Is 
both artistic and literary-mipded. 


Every Sunday evening their home becomes * 


gathering place for congenial friends. It is not In 
a complete sense an "open house," but informal 
to the point where one does not need a special 
invitation to drop in. Generally there is a 
guest of honor. Sometimes it is an adventurer, 
again it may be an actor or actress; or it may be 
an artist or someone whose only claim to dis- 
tinction is that he is Interesting. One Sunday 
evening last autumn the honor guest was a gen- 
tleman 97 years old whose claim that he was tbe 
last of the pony express riders of the old west 
was backed by story after story of those glam- 
orous days. 


The late George Gershwin was another whose

He has the most elaborate recording equipment 
to be found outside a record factory, and he de- 
lights to have musicians drop in and perform 
informally, his machine recording their per- 
formances. For several years he has made com- 
plete recordings of all the Sunday afternoon 
broadcasts of the New York Philharmonic Or- 
chestra and thus has acquired one of the finest 
libraries of great music I have ever seen.

nearby night club. O'Neil played a Rachmanin- 
off sympathy, and the harmonica player piped 
an impromptu melody with the symphony as 
background.

A few New Yorkers are serving as "guaran- 


tors" for refugees from Germany who are soon 
to begin life anew on a large farming project in 
Virginia. In order for the refugees, all youths 
in their middle teens, to be admitted to the 
country, each must have a sponsor—an Ameri- 
can who will guarantee that they will not be- 
come public charges. 


The youths have solved this by writing letters 


to New Yorkers whose names they obtained 
from Jewish relief organizations. The letters, 
written mostly in very good English, ask only 
that the recipient be a sort of guardian. 


One such Better came to Ted Friend, a news- 


paperman, and he signed the necessary papers 
for the youth, with this proviso: "I will sponsor 
your residence in America," Friend wrote, "on 
the condition that you promise me that you will 
remain on the farm when you arrive here, and 
that you will devote your life to fanning." 


The youth promised, explaining that he had 


been studying agriculture in Germany and that 
his ambition was to be a farmer. It is Friend's 
belief, and the belief of many others, that the 
solution of rehabilitation of refugees must come 
largely from a back-to-the-soil movement. For 
refugees merely to pour into the cities and add 
to the competition of city life, already too keen 
for hundreds of thousands of Americans, solves 
—in Friend's opinion—nothing. 


The Virginia farm, I am told, covers many 


thousands of acres, the land having been pur- 
chased by refugee organizations.

Two conditions perpetuated the 


bloc through the first 30 or more 
years of the Pan-American confer- 
ence series. First was the natural 
rivalry between Argentina and the 
United States both on a commer- 
cial and political basis. Argentina 
was the most rapidly developing 
South American nation and fur- 
ther, produced two classes of com- 
modities which contested directly 
with the United States 
for 
the 


South American market. The two 
were: meat and the various by- 
products (such as hides), and gra'in 
products, principally wheat. 


Doctrine Caused Trouble 


The second condition developing 


ihe blocs was the distrust of the 
[Jnited States engendered by our 
Monroe Doctrine. In its inception, 
:he doctrine simply pronounced the 
ntention of the United States to 
keep further European influences 
out of the western hemisphere. It 
was strictly a one-nation dcclara- 
ion imposed upon the hemisphere 
by the United States regardless of 
.vhether it pleased the Latin-Am jr- 
can neighbors. 
In addition, the United States 


reserved a right of intervention in 
internal affairs of certain of the 
republics and exercised it notably 
in Cuba, Mexico, and Nicaragua. 
It galled the Latin spirit so that Ar- 
gentina always found herself witn 
several allies, 
including 
Brazil, 


Chile, Peru and Uruguay as a rule, 
to stand in the way of any U. S 
proposals. 


Repeately this group sought to 


have the United States waive any 
right of interference in the inter- 
nal affairs of other American na- 
tions. Each time the United States 
side stepped, even as late as the 
Havana conference in 1928. 


Then in 1933 at the regular con- 


ference at Montevideo, the United 
States of its own accord announced 
it would keep out out of the inter- 
nal affairs of the other nations. 


There 
was much 
skepticism 


among the southern nations in spite 
of the declarations, until there came 
real proof of U. S. sincerity. The 
proof came first in the case of Cuba. 
The United States withdrew tbe 
so-called Platt provision of the trea- 
ty with Cuba under which this 
country reserved the right to inter- 
fere. And a whole series of revolu- 
tions went on in Cuba without the 
United States landing a solitary ma- 
rine. 


Decision Pays Dividend 


More emphatic proof came in 


the case of Mexico when tKe U. S. 
observed a complete hands-off at-

titude in the Ions series of expro- 
priations of foreign property cul- 
minating with the seizure of ex- 
iensive oil properties. 


Then came the Lima conference. 


The U. S. delegation went there 
iopeful that a united declaration of 
lemispherical solidarity would be 
worked out. 


The rival blocs evident even at 


Montevideo five years earlier had 
shaken apart and Argentina was left 
alone. The 19 other Latin American 
nations arrayed themselves with the 
Jnited States favoring a fairly bind- 
ng pledge of ^cooperation in hemis- 
pherical defense. 


Modifications were made to meet 
he Argentine position but the new 
alignment indicated that early dis- 
trust of Yankee imperialism had 
adcd.

DOCTORS MUST LIVE 


Three fourths of the illness doc- 


tors attend is due to respiratory in- 
fection. 


But in these parlous times, par- 


lous for family practitioners, what 
would the doctors do for a living if 
there were not so many simple folk 
in the world who think change of 
weather or imaginary exposure 
adequate to account for whatever 
betides. That popular belief not on- 
ly keeps the doctors from turning 
to some kind of honest work but it 
also relieves them of the onus of a 
diagnosis in the early stage of the 
illness, for the average layman 
thinks a "heavy cold" is a real ill- 
ness or thinks the doctor under- 
stands what is going on when he 
calls it "cold." 


I wonder, tho. whether commun- 


ity intelligence will ever rise high 
enough to brln? about health ordi- 
nances which will make it at least 
a misdemeanor for any employer, 
teacher, foreman, doctor, lawyer, 
dentist, clergyman, employee, clerk. 
student, passenger, customer, client 
or patron to go to factory, office, 
school, church, place of business, 
theater, or to ride as a passenger In 
a public vehicle or to attend any 
sort of public performance or meet- 
ing while suffering with a respira- 
tory infection under whatever in- 
nocent name, without wearing a 
suitable mask to protect those who 
may come within range. 


A year ago I suggested as self- 


treatment for the cri. flu. grip and 
now repeal: 


1. Go to bed at once, in an air- 


conditioned room if possible. 


2. Take no physic. 
3. Take two grains of quinine sul- 


phate, in pill, tablet or capsule, ev- 
ery four hours for not more than 
two or three days. 


4. Drink plenty of water, lemon- 


ade, milk. soup, but do not try to 
limit your diet to liquids or light 
food particularly—if you're hungry 
eat your ordinary meals. 


5. Only for relief of distressing 


ache or pain should you take any 


a supply of wheat In the house and 
use it in the daily diet—I have an- 
other monograph "Wheat to Eat" 
which gives recipes and instruc- 
tions.

The first group consumes about six billion dollars 


a year of the tax money and includes, of course, many 
low-bracket employees who would be passed over by 
the collectors even if the federal tax did apply to the 
public servants of the subdivisions, but it includes 
also many judges, mayors, sheriffs, commissioners and 
teachers, governors, attorneys general and clerks of 
the court who draw from $60 to $800 a week, a num- 
ber of whom enjoy also the assurance of good pen- 
sions on retirement and sick leave and vacations with 
pay. In New York it includes an uncommonly privi-

The mayor.said that the council 
had nothing to hide and asked why 
the board refused to meet in the 
open. 


If the board had appeared, the 


mayor declared he would have ask- 
ed them "Is the sound system paid 
for and how is it paid for?" and

The sister went to Cortot with the 
story, and the eminent musician 
was so amused and impressed that 
he insisted the child be prepared 
for the study of his favorite instru- 
ment At the age of ten he was 
working under Andre Hekking, 
great master of the 'cello. 


When Hubert was only 11 he 


made his first 
concert 
tour of 


France, playing 17 engagements. At 
13 he won the coveted first prize at 
the Paris Conservatoire. A year lat- 
er he made his official debut with 


, the Colonne orchestra under the 


baton of Messager. 


Success came immediately.to the 


youth. He was summoned to. play 
for the president of the French Re- 
public, Poincare. and lor the presi- 
dent of Brazil. He gave 18 concerts 
during the war for the soldiers and 
was soloist at the great fete at the 
Sorbonne for Marshall Focb. He 
gave recitals in the principal cities 
of France and was soloist with the 
chief orchestras. In private • musi- 
cales he played for the Duchesse de 
Guiche, the Princesse Polignac, the 
Princesse de Faucigny-Lucinge, and 
the Comtesse Bonvouloir. An un- 
known admirer presented him with 
a valuable instrument made in 1703 
by>Grancino, one of the great'Ital- 
ian masters.

A story 
isn't dirty just because someone thinks it is."

children to be too nice, but I don't want them to look for their fun in 
smutty things either." 


We have let down the bars to many topics and many words that were 


once shut out from polite society. Some of them were good old words 
that had their place in our speech when strength and sincerity and di- 
rectness were concerned. There is nothing offensive in the word "damn," 
or "hell," for example. If offense is intended the words have to be put in 
a sentence that in itself is offensive. 
They are not bad words. They have 
to be used in a way that makes 
them bad.

are fossils with outmoded opinions that are not worth considering. Step- 
children offer an even greater problem. They ar« nearly always antago- 
nistic to a stepmother, suspicious of 
her motives and resentful of her 
authority, no matter how kind she 
ia to them nor how hard she tries to 
do her.duty. 


Furthermore, m your case there 


is .the added ^complication of their 
own mother, who probably is jeal- 
ous of you and docs all she can to 
alienate her children from you. 


Tor you to try to correct these 


children will simply be love's labor 
lost. They will not take advice or 
criticism from you, and you will 
only antagonize them and they will 
gang: up against you and make your 
life miserable in all the ways in 
which the devilish ingenuity of chil- 
dren can suggest. 


So my advice to you is to meet 


the situation with whatever patience 
you can. Bear with the children 
with fortitude. Handle them with 
tact and assert no authority over 
them. That will do more than any- 
thing else to promote peace in the 
household and you can sustain your- 
self with the comforting thought 
that it will not be long before they 
are grown and gone about the busi- 
ness of life for themselves.

Again I wish to give some notes 
rom our leaflet, "Mexico and the 
Olden Mexicans." It Is my hope 
that these notes will be of special 
iclp to school pupils who are study- 
ng, or soon will study, Mexico in 
heir geography work. The notes 
are . about Mexican homes, which 
differ a great deal from most of 
those common in the United States 
and Canada. 
' 
Mexicans live in homes of -many 


dnds— from one-room adobe huts 
o mansions with a. dozen or more 
rooms. 
Adobe is the old. old building ma* 
terial of Mexico. It was used by In- 
dians before the coming of 
the 
whitevand-it is in-wide use today. 
Adobe is "sun-baked brick," Adobe 
houses often have red or 
gray- 


tiled roofs. 
In some parts "of Mexico I saw 
clusters -of houses with thatched 
roofs and walls formed of grass or 
straw. Many of these are square or 
oblong, but others are round arid 
have cone-shaped roofs, reminding 
us of huts built by certain tribes of 
Africa. While motoring across the 
central plateau of Mexico, I noticed 
many one-room huts with itone 
walls and thatched roofs. 
Mexican houses of a better type 
have walls of stone and floors of 
tile. They have from one to three 
stories, and some have walls from 
four to eight feet thick. The thick 
walls keep the houses cool even 
during the hottest daysr of summer 
They also guard against damage 
during earthquakes. 


Some, but not all, ' of the better 
type of Mexican houses have brick 
walls and have' stucco or plaster on 
the . outside. They may. not 
look 
"pretty1! when seen' from the out- 
side, but let a pair of large double- 
doors swing open, and you may en- 
ter a court (or "patio") of great 
beauty—with tropical plants, foun- 
tains, ' statues, * parrots, song-birds 
and flowers. The rooms of the hous- 
es sometimes contain costly furni- 
ture. In many cases there are bal- 
conies like those found in Spain. 


When a house is two or three 
stories high, the ground floor is 
often used for store-rooms, offices 
stables and garages. 
The owners 


would rather live on a higher level. 
This is more true of old-fashionec 
houses than of those of 
recen 
times, which often are like 
the 
"Spanish style" houses in Califor- 
nia.
